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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejections under 112, 1st and 2nd 
paragraphs are maintained because Applicants state that the claims have been amended in response to the rejections (see pp. 25 and 30 
of the Response of 4/23/07), but in the "Amendment to the Claims" (pp. 22-23 of the Response) no amendments have been made. The 
amendment of Claim 15 to recite "by cellular mechanisms" and "followed by release of the propeptide to forma mature polypeptide" raises 
new issues for consideration especially against the methods depicted in Figures 4-9. For example, does the mature polypeptide contain 
intermolecular bonds formed between the first and second peptides of interest while still in the ER and if a mature protein is secreted after 
removal of the propeptide in the golgi, how and where in the cell processing is element h) of Claim 15 performed in order to form a mature 
multimeric protein? . 
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
